It is time again for the J anuary VHF Contest and | want to urge everyone at AARC to 
participate in some way. Come join in on the easy fun!!! 


The J anuary VHF Contest begins at 10:00am Local AK time on Saturday morning J an. 
19, 2013 and runs through 7:00pm Sunday, however, most of the action is done by 
about 1:00pm on Saturday. (Editor’s note — Sunday???) 


There is an exciting new change to the rules this year for AARL VHF Contests-the addi- 
tion of an ENTIRELY NEW OPERATING CATEGORY! You can now enter as FM ONLY in 

the VHF and up contests. This means that, for many of us who own FM Only transceiv- 
ers, such as mobile rigs or HT’s, we no longer have to compete against bigger stations 
or those using USB at high power. We now have a level playing field on which to com- 
pete. (LOOW maximum) 


For those of you looking for an excuse to go outside (and are not afraid of the cold), | 
encourage you to try out a Rover Operation. Rovering is a fun way to practice porta- 
ble/mobile operation and the single best way to rack up points in a VHF contest. It also 
gives fixed stations more opportunities to make QSOs and multipliers. Some good Rov- 
er operating locations in the Anchorage area are Flat Top parking lot (BP51), Pt. 
Woronzoff (BP41), Kincaid (BP41) and, if you're feeling lucky, Beluga Point is just bare- 
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ly inside BP50, but you'll need power and directional antennas for mountain bounce 
signal propagation. 


Of course there are ARRL awards for winners in most categories and classifications. | 
took 3 Overall in AK and 10" for QRP Portable Nationwide, and all | did was stand 
out at Flat Top with a5 W HT. Eric, N6SPP, Tyler, K5TDN, and myself, operated 
Rover Unlimited in the summer contest and took 1 Overall in AK. Ron, KL7YK, con- 
sistently does well in his Rover operations. So get on the air and join in the fun! 


Remember that no repeater use, including satellites, is allowed during the contest. 
EME/Moon bounce is acceptable as well as mountain bounce/alternate path, scatter, 
and digital modes. Also remember that 146.52FM is off limits for contest use. 


Check out our local VHF-only club, The Alaska VHF and UP Group, for a list of sug- 
gested operating frequencies, and set up your skeds now. Join the group, and send 
Ed KL7UW your operating frequencies for posting on the net. http://www.qsl.net/ak-

“Alaska ARES and the Alaska Native Medical Center have in joint effort stood up a 
HF Remote Messaging System (HF RMS) in Anchorage. This system provides HF Radio 
Email Service to the area. In an emergency this system will provide digital email capabili- 
ties if we lose the Internet. It is designed to accept connections from Amateur Operators 
who are using either PacLink or Airmail software and a Pactor 1-3 capable Terminal Mode 
Controller (TNC). If the Internet is lost to the area the RMS will forward messages to an- 
other RMS over HF Radio. Being HF Radio based, the coverage area is quite large. While 
it is intended for intra-Alaska use we have stations from as far away as Arizona using the 
HF RMS to pass email traffic to the internet on occasions. 


ARES also hosts a VHF RMS which provides Radio to Email service on VHF Radio in the 
Anchorage area.
